What is known aa the feud District of Kentucky 
is in this chaiga and in hk report Praaiding 
Hlder Hill saya: 

"There have been a number of revivals in the 
District during the year. If the reports sent 
me by the Pastors are correct, there have been 
About 700 aceeaaiona to the Church and 707 con- 
▼eraiona and baptisms. The work of building 
And completing houses of worship has gone on 
lin the District.

Extracts Frani Priviti Diary of 
Lan jaiNi Armnaaane 



Forty Years Ago Tomorrow SIrco 
IN Battio of Cliattanoofla, 



Forty years ago, Saturday and Sundny, the 
19th and 20th of Soptambor, 1863, the atnggle 
for tho anpremaey of Chattaaoogi, Tbnn., 
WM begun hctwecn General RraijK of the 
Confederiite forces and (ienoral KuftA-rans in 
ponnand of the Federal forces. Rosecrana 
ooaunonood a aeriaa of flank moromantaby the 
three eorpe of hia Army afraiaat Chattanooga 
Auj;u>it I'ith, which ((imiifit.Mj Bragg to evac- 
aate the city September 7th, 'ti3. Rosecrana 
threw tho left wfag of hia Anny into the city 
on thia day and coBuaonced to oonoontrate hia 
f nreea on the city, which had spread oot towards 
Bragg's rear, thirty or furty miles South of thf 
city, over moontaina almost impassible by foot- 
aoldiara, to any aotUag of artillary and wagon 
traiaa that had to cot roada to get through 
theaa monntaln foreats. The loft wing of the 
Army, ander General Crittenden, had fairly 
good roada to maaeam over in keeping Bragg 
hoay froao intorfofiag with tho eoneoatration 
of McCook and Thomas, who wf re making des- 
perate efTorlB to concentrate on Crittenden's 
Corp.s who wax then at Lee and Gordon'a Milla 
sonn twelve milea^rom Chattaaooga, maroking 
and eoBntar>aaroUng in ovaiy dhaeUon to 
areld Bragg, and at the fame time keeping tho 
city in hia rear ont of Bragi^a graap oatil 
the remaiaiag Corpa of tka Ataiy eorid Join 
him. 

Bragg had giren repeated orlera to Ma Oorps 

commander,'' to cruih rrittendcn and go into 
the city and force the remauderof Kueecrans':* 
Army into the mountains where they could be 
deatreyed in detail Tbaao ordera aiacarried 
by some proridentlal oeeaironeo until Sept 
ber 18tfa, when in perxon he took charge of the 
cnieking game againjrt Crittenden and threw 
tbo right wing of his Army over the Ohickamaa' 
gna river in tho aigkt af tha 18tk,«al]r to And 
at tha braik of day ha wm fidag the "Rock 
of (^ickaaaagnaT General Tboww, who had 
arrrved on tho hattlofield at the same hour of 
Bragg', with hia Cerpa. 

Captain John H. iichdaaooB briefly explains 
wbat took plana onthe I9th In Ma private diary 
carried in bis pocket at the tine'. 

September l'.>th -At 7 a. a. heary firitig 
cemmenced on ear left. At 11 o'clock the 
Brigade with Division Palmers moved duwg the 
RoMville road aboot one mile ^toward Chatta- 
niiogal and forward In line iif battle. (Note 
hy writer of thie article: If you have ne^-er 
stood In line of battle waiting the word '°l-'ir>-.' 
mortal man cannot describe the impuiHe <>f th^ 
aen at the raoroeot. Blood seewu turned to wa- 
ter and the kidney* need no dieretlc. Are thr 
men alive.orxtan^ing as statuaawithuut feelings? 
l>o they think of kgme, mother,l)rolber, sister or 
gH'm tliiMrt at this supreme moment? The fcring 
Cf-mi's ncirer, in v^illeyn of ref"mcnt.H n^A ;>eala 
of thundering artillery, shaking tho e:.r'!i le 
neath yoar feet. Oflicera sl.aDd at your icck 
ia low tones of oncouragameot saying, "iljld 
your Are, boys, and do not fire until the word id 
giren, and then fire low.") Moving furaard 
throogh the wooda,we soon aroongaged w jti: the 
eaemy for tbroo haan. Tkoagh hwd pressed 
we bold oar groand nntil Oioaatfa Brigade oa«ar 
right gave way aad iN wore thrown into eon- 
faaion and retired about 200 yarda, whea we 
rallied and bold oar poaition. B^gimant Seoond 
Kaatocky Infantry ioat aboat S2 nan today. 

Baptombor 20th— The bittia begaa thi>i 
moraing about 9 o'clock. Early <■ the morning 
wo threw ap a light breastwork of loga, behind 
which we repulsed every charge aurae hy the 
enemy, with severe losses to theai aad no laas 
to speak of to ua. Aboat 6 p. ik wa eovored 
the retreat of tki Aoqr «a tbO BaaaviUo road 
into Chaflanooga.

.laginous ligament about the jize of an arm of 
ona of them and some six or seven inches lung. 
Tha liganent comes from the left breast of ona 
«f the boys to the right breaat of the other. 
It i.s Hitremely eli-itii- and by standing with 
their arms thrown over the ishouldeni of each 
'«tkar they are enabled to walk, run around and 
play very much the same as other boys of their 
agfS who are not thus bound inseparablytogether. 
They are aliiioat exact counterpart.s of the fa- 
I Siamese twins and united in precisely the 
anar with this one exception — the lig- 
k uniting the Siamese twins proceeded from 
thlkteftsida of one to the right iiide of the other 
and they ware compelled to occupy thi.s relative 
poaition om to the other throughout their en- 
tiM livaa.
